ways crop out a few months preceding 
a session of the Legislature. 
They are 


the inventions of gentlemen who ex- 
pect to be appointed President, Agent, 
Manager, Secretary 
or something else 


ofthe Association, for which they will 
draw a large sa'ary 
while doing next 


to nothing in return therefor. 
We are 


opposed to immigrant aid societies 
iv 


general, 
aud to those 
seeking to draw 


their funds front the State Treasury In 
particular. 
We oppose 
them all on 


principle. 
Then are enough poor peo- 


ple here now, and poor people are the 
only people whom 
immigrant aid as- 


sociations 
induce 
to move from one 


locality to another. 
We set up the 


theory that 
individuals 
who are 
so 


impecunious 
that they can only reach 


the Pacific Coast on 
second class tick- 


ets furnished 
by an immigrant society 


willnot prove valuable 
citizens after 


they have arrived, 
and we stake our 


judgment 
of 
human 
nature 
on the 


Issue that tho theory will prove cor- 
rect 
when 
practically 
applied. 
So 


much for the class 
of people 
whom 


immigrant 
aid 
associations 
bring to 


to this State. 
Now then, a few words 


en the injum ice of taxing the people 
now here to pay the passage 
of those 


who wish to come 
here. 
The people 


who found 
this country 
and drove 


dangers 
from 
the pathway 
of those 


now reaping 
the harvest, did not ride 


from one side of the continent to the 
other in a railroad car, on a free ticket 
furninhed by an immigrant aid soci- 
iety.

and It took them nearer seven months

the short of it is, that 
we are not so

Recognizing

these sad times to increase your neble 
order of distinguished 
men 
to assist 


in the protection 
of the Universal 


Church, 
and 
having determined 
to 


discharge this duty, we wished to per- 
form it according 
to the solemn 
an- 


cient 
rites, 
as 
the dignity 
of the 


Church demands. 
But the times are 


opposed to our intention. 
The oppres- 


sion which we suffer is such 
that we 


have not even the freedom of bewail- 
ing the amotions of the Church. 
No 


wonder that those differing from the 
Church by hereditary errors hate 
the 


Church and strive to attain their ends. 


The children of the faith have 
be- 


come enemies of the Church, and plot 
its destruction, 
grieving our hearts. 


Hence have come 
the ueplorable 
ca- 


lamities to the liberties, and 
posses- 


sions, and 
ministers 
of the Church, 


which we witness, powerless 
to resist. 


Hence have come the greatest 
evil to 


the souls of men and human society ? 
the corruption of youth, 
which will 


propagate the existing evils to future 
generations. 
The educational 
institu- 


tions have been 
withdrawn from the 


Church, 
and in youth, which should 


be the seed-time 
of virtues, vices are 


roots. 
In schools 
subject to the civil 


Swor, 
there 
is education 
without 


th, without religion. 
The 
educa- 


tion of the priesthood 
even 
is ham- 


pered by arbitrary rules so that it is 
difficult to regulate the course of their 
studies. 
The army conscription 
laws 


take effect in the ranks of the clergy. 
Inferior clericals are encouraged 
to be 


contumacious?to 
resist their Bishops, 


and are protected against 
the decrees 
of the Episcopal authority for preach- 
ing the Word. 
The publication of our 


discourses 
is prevented 
by the civil 


power. 
Penal 
laws 
are 
enacted 


against 
publishing 
the acts 
of the 


Apostolic See. 
The voice of the 
Su- 


preme Master, the teacher of truth, is 
silenced, and the rights 
of a faithful 


people are violated. 
Let those 
who 


subject the Church to slavery bear in 
mind that they invoke upon themelves 
the Divine wrath. 
Lately, in foreign 


countries, writings were published 
dis- 
torting the Vatican decrees.
